The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  bill 
(H.R.  9747)  to  permanently  extend  the  special  milk  programs  for 
the  Armed  Forces  and  veterans  hospitals  having  considered  the 
same,  report  favorably  thereon  with  amendments  and  recommend 
that  the  bill  do  pass. 

The  amendments  are  as  follows: 

Strike  the  period  at  the  end  of  line  5  and  add  the  following:  “and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  ‘December  31,  1967’.” 

Amend  the  title  to  read: 

To  extend  for  three  years  the  special  milk  programs  for 
the  Armed  Forces  and  veterans  hospitals. 

PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  bill,  as  amended,  is  to  extend  for  3  years,  to 
December  31,  1967,  the  special  milk  program  for  increased  consump¬ 
tion  by  military  personnel,  veterans  hospital  patients,  and  personnel  of 
the  Coast  Guard  and  Merchant  Marine  Academies.  Since  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  this  program  in  1954,  the  program  has  worked  to  increase  the 
consumption  of  milk  by  personnel  in  the  participating  agencies  and 
thereby  has  helped  to  hold  down  CCC  purchases  of  manufactured 
dairy  products. 

DEPARTMENTAL  POSITION 

The  Department  forwarded  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  by  executive  communication  its  recommendation  that  this 
program  be  made  a  permanent  part  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949.

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EXTENSION  OF  SPECIAL  MILK  PROGRAM

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  We  recommend  that  section  202  of  the 
Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  be  made  a  continuing  part  of 
the  act  by  eliminating  the  December  31,  1964,  termination  date  for 
section  202.  A  draft  of  the  bill  is  enclosed. 

Section  202  required  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  to  donate 
dairy  products  (including  milk),  acquired  under  price-support  pro¬ 
grams,  for  increased  consumption  by  military  personnel,  veterans 
hospital  patients,  and  personnel  of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Merchant 
Marine  Academies.  Transfers  of  dairy  products  under  this  authority 
have  helped  to  reduce  CCC’s  inventories  of  dairy  products.  Also  a 
supplemental  milk  program  operating  under  sections  201  and  202  of 
the  act  has  more  than  doubled  the  consumption  of  milk  by  personnel 
of  the  participating  agencies.  This  has  helped  to  keep)  down  CCC  ( 
purchases  of  manufactured  dairy  products.  The  donations  of  dairy 
products  and  supplemental  milk  program  are  expected  to  amount  to 
$40  million  of  CCC  funds  in  the  fiscal  year  1964. 

It  now  appears  that  CCC  will  continue  to  carry  out  extensive  dairy 
price-support  operations  under  the  1949  act.  Elimination  of  the 
termination  date  of  section  202  will  make  it  possible  to  continue  the 
veterans  and  military  uses  of  additional  milk  and  dairy  products 
as  long  as  these  uses  will  aid  in  accomplishing  the  objectives  of  the  act, 
without  the  necessity  of  repeated  extension  of  this  section  by  con¬ 
gressional  action  as  lias  been  done  every  few  years  since  1954. 

In  recommending  that  this  authority  to  dispose  of  CCC  inventories 
be  provided  on  a  continuing  basis,  we  believe  that  the  legislation 
should  make  it  clear  that  such  disposals  do  not  have  a  priority  over 
section  416  donations  to  domestic  school  lunch  programs,  charitable 
institutions,  and  to  needy  persons  in  this  country.  These  outlets 
provide  a  most  constructive  use  of  CCC  inventories  of  dairy  products 
and,  at  the  same  time,  help  develop  future  markets  through  normal 
trade  channels. 

Subsection  202(d)  now  provides  that  the  obligation  of  Commodity  , 
Credit  Corporation  to  make  dairy  products  available  under  section! 
202  shall  be  limited  to  products  not  disposed  of  under  provisions  of 
(1)  and  (2)  of  section  416.  Such  provisions  authorize  the  use  of  CCC 
inventories  by  agencies  in  making  payments  for  commodities  not 
produced  in  the  United  States  or  in  the  barter  or  exchange  of  such 
commodities  for  strategic  or  other  material  authorized  by  law.  Our 
proposed  revision  in  subsection  (d)  would  include  provision  (3)  of 
section  416  which  relates  to  the  donation  of  agricultural  food  com¬ 
modities  to  school  lunch  programs  and  needy  persons  in  this  country. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
presentation  of  this  proposed  legislation  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
administration’s  program.

EXTENSION  OF  SPECIAL  MILK 
PROGRAM 

The  Clerk  called  the  bill  (H.R.  9747) 
to  permanently  extend  the  special  milk 
programs  for  the  Armed  Forces  and 
veterans’  hospitals. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  Clerk 
read  the  bill,  as  follows: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of 
America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  section 
202  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as 
amended  (7  U.S.C.  1446a),  is  amended  by 
striking  in  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  the 
words  “December  31,  1964,”. 

Amend  the  title  so  as  to  read:  “To  extend 
for  three  years  the  special  milk  programs  for 
the  Armed  Forces  and  veterans  hospitals”. 

With  the  following  committee  amend¬ 
ment: 

Strike  the  period  at  the  end  of  line  5  and 
add  the  following:  “and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  ‘December  31, 1967’.” 

Mr.  BEERMANN.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  do 
not  have  a  copy  of  the  bill,  but  I  thought 
that  the  language  “to  permanently  ex¬ 
tend”  was  stricken  and  that  there  was 
another  3 -year  program. 


The  SPEAKER.  The  Chair  will  state 
to  the  gentleman  that  there  is  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  title  and  for  the  information 
of  the  Members,  and  without  objection, 
the  Chair  will  ask  the  Clerk  to  report 
the  amendment  to  the  title. 

The  Clerk  read  as  follows :

The  SPEAKER.  The  question  is  on 
the  committee  amendment. 

The  committee  amendment  was  agreed 
to. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  be  engrossed 
and  read  a  third  time,  was  read  the  third 
time,  and  passed. 

The  title  was  amended  so  as  to  read: 
“To  extend  for  three  years  the  special 
milk  programs  for  the  Armed  Forces  and 
veterans  hospitals.” 

A  motion  to  reconsider  was  laid  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  JOHNSON  of  Wisconsin.  Mr. 
Speaker,  I  urge  speedy  and  favorable 
consideration  of  H.R.  9747,  which  is  a 
bill  I  am  sponsoring  to  extend  our  very 
worthwhile  veterans’  and  Armed  Forces 
dairy  program. 

This  measure  provides  for  a  3 -year 
extension  of  the  program,  under  whieh 
surplus  butter,  cheese,  nonfat  dry  milk 
and  fluid  milk  are  made  available  to 
servicemen  and  hospitalized  veterans  to 
supplement  their  standard  rations  of 
dairy  products.  Since  the  program  was 
inaugurated  in  1954,  it  has  been  ex¬ 
tended  three  times  by  the  Congress. 
However,  unless  this  bill  is  enacted  into 
law,  the  program  will  expire  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31  of  this  year. 

During  1963,  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces 
and  veterans’  hospital  patients  increased 
their  consumption  of  milk  over  the 
standard  rations  by  581  million  pints 
under  this  program.  Total  consump¬ 
tion  of  fluid  milk  by  personnel  in  the 
Army,  Navy,  Air  Force,  Marines,  Coast 
Guard,  U.S.  Merchant  Marine  Academy 
’  and  veterans’  hospitals  was  more  than 
three  times  what  it  would  have  been  if 
only  standard  ration  purchases  of' fluid 
milk  were  made. 

Mr.  Speaker,  under  agreements  made 
by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
with  the  Army  Quartermaster  Corps 
and  the  Veterans’  Administration,  a  part 
of  the  increase  is  paid  from  CCC  funds. 
Since  this  increase  in  milk  consumption 
diverts  fluid  milk  from  the  manufacture 
of  dairy  products,  the  CCC  has  to  pur¬ 
chase  less  butter,  cheese,  and  nonfat  dry 
milk  under  the  price-support  program. 

Last  year,  the  CCC’s  share  of  the  cost 
of  this  program  was  $4.08  per  hundred 
pounds  of  milk,  which  added  up  to  pay¬ 
ments  of  $25,500,000  to  the  cooperating 
agencies.  This  figure  is  approximately 
the  amount  the  CCC  would  have  paid  to 
purchase,  handle,  and  store  butter  and 
nonfat  dry  milk  produced  from  an 
amount  of  milk  equal  to  the  increase  in 
consumption  of  581  million  pints 
brought  about  by  this  program. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  veterans’ 
and  Armed  Forces  dairy  program  in  No¬ 
vember  of  1954,  milk  consumption  has 
increased  by  4,693,489,000  pounds — or 


about  4,366  million  pints.  Payments  by 
the  CCC  total  $193,706,000. 

Mr.  Speaker,  in  addition  to  increasing 
the  consumption  of  fluid  milk,  this  pro¬ 
gram  has  significantly  raised  the  amount 
of  butter,  cheese,  and  nonfat  dry  milk 
being  consumed  by  our  servicemen  and 
hospitalized  veterans.  From  -1954 
through  1963,  some  230,294,000  pounds 
of  surplus  butter,  18,736,000  pounds  of 
surplus  cheese  and  700,000  pounds  of  sur¬ 
plus  nonfat  dry  milk  have  been  removed 
from  CCC  stocks  for  use  in  the  program. 

I  am  sure  that  everybody  agrees  it  is 
better  to  utilize  our  surplus  dairy  prod¬ 
ucts  to  improve  the  diet  of  our  service¬ 
men  and  hospitalized  veterans  rather 
than  to  let  these  nutritious  foods  lie  in 
Government  storage.  According  to  a 
recent  survey,  milk  leads  the  list  of 
preferred  foods  in  our  soldiers’  diets.  I 
feel  we  should  continue  to  make  these 
nutritious  dairy  products  available  in 
abundance  to  our  servicemen  and  hos¬ 
pitalized  veterans. 

Mr.  Speaker,  on  February  28  of  this 
year,  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Orville 
Freeman  wrote  you  to  recommend  pas¬ 
sage  of  legislation  to  extend  the  veter¬ 
ans  and  Armed  Forces  dairy  program. 
A  copy  of  that  letter  was  included  in  the 
testimony  on  the  proposal  when  hearings 
were  held  on  April  9  by  the  House  Dairy 
Subcommittee,  of  which  I  am  chairman. 

In  that  letter.  Secretary  Freedman 
said: 

We  recommend  that  section  202  of  the 
Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  be 
made  a  continuing  part  of  the  act  by  elimi¬ 
nating  the  December  31,  1964,  termination 
date  for  section  20^. 

Section  202  requires  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  to  donate  dairy  products  (in¬ 
cluding  milk),  acquired  under  price  support 
programs,  for  increased  consumption  by  mil¬ 
itary  personnel,  veterans  hospital  patients, 
and  personnel  of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Mer¬ 
chant  Marine  Academy.  Transfers  of  dairy 
products  under  this  authority  have  helped  to 
reduce  CCC’s  inventories  of  dairy  products. 
Also  a  supplemental  milk  program  operating 
under  sections  201  and  202  of  the  act  has 
more  than  doubled  the  consumption  of  milk 
by  personnel  of  the  participating  agencies. 
This  has  helped  to  keep  down  CCC  pur¬ 
chases  of  manufactured  dairy  products.  The 
donations  of  dairy  products  and  supplemen¬ 
tal  milk  programs  are  expected  to  amount  to 
$40  million  of  CCC  funds  in  the  fiscal  year 
1964. 

It  now  appears  that  CCC  will  continue  to 
carry  out  extensive  dairy  price  support  op¬ 
erations  under  the  1949  act.  Elimination  of 
the  termination  date  of  section  202  will  make 
it  possible  to  continue  the  veterans  and  mili¬ 
tary  uses  of  additional  milk  and  diary  prod¬ 
ucts  as  long  as  these  uses  will  aid  in  accom¬ 
plishing  the  objectives  of  the  act,  without 
the  necessity  of  repeated  extensions  of  this 
section  by  congressional  action  has  been' 
done  every  few  years  since  1954. 

Mr.  Speaker,  the  members  of  the  Dairy 
Subcommittee  are  in  complete  agree¬ 
ment  concerning  the  benefits  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  and  the  need  for  its  extension.  So 
are  the  members  of  the  full  House  Agri¬ 
culture  Committee,  as  is  witnessed  by  the 
fact  that  both  the  subcommittee  and  the 
full  committee  unanimously  voted  to  fa¬ 
vorably  report  out  the  legislation  extend¬ 
ing  the  program. 

However,  it  is  the  feeling  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  permanent  extension  of  the 
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program,  as  advocated  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  would  result  in  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  still  another  Federal  pro¬ 
gram  which  is  not  subject  to  congres¬ 
sional  review  and  revision.  We  live  in 
rapidly  changing  times.  A  program 
which  serves  a  useful  purpose  in  the 
1960’s  may  need  to  be  extensively  re¬ 
vised  in  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
1970’s  or  the  1980’s. 

Once  a  certain  program  has  been  es¬ 
tablished,  it  tends  to  perpetuate  itself. 
And  if  it  has  been  made  permanent,  a 
program  may  continue  to  operate  past 
the  point  of  usefulness. 

Furthermore,  if  we  do  not  provide  for 
congressional  review  of  these  programs 
by  the  appropriate  committee  and  subse¬ 
quently  by  the  House  and  Senate,  we  in¬ 
vite  an  erosion  of  the  duties  and  respon¬ 
sibilities  of  the  legislative  branch  of  our 
Government. 

Mr.  Speaker,  for  these  reasons,  the 
Dairy  Subcommittee  decided  to  recom¬ 
mend  a  3 -year  rather  than  a  permanent 
extension  of  the  veterans  and  Armed 
Forces  dairy  program.  The  full  House 
Agriculture  Committee  concurred,  and 
the  bill  which  we  are  considering  today 
will  extend  the  program  from  its  present 
expiration  date  of  December  31,  1964,  to 
December  31,  1967.  I  urge  speedy  pas¬ 
sage  of  this  measure. 


PROTECTION  OF  NATIONAL  FOR¬

I  ask  that 
question  because  if  they  are  paid  on  a 
fee  basis  and  this  legislation  passes  thej 
will  have  the  opportunity  of  a  great 
more  work,  many  more  cases  andythe 
probability  that  substantially  more  in 
fees  will  be  paid  and  that  they  as  Com¬ 
missioners  would  be  the  beneficiaries.

REPORT 


[To  accompany  H.R,  9747] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.R.  9747)  to  extend  for  3  years  the  special  milk  programs 
for  the  Armed  Forces  and  veterans’  hospitals,  having  considered 
the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation  that  it  do  pass 
without  amendment. 

This  bill  extends  the  Armed  Forces  milk  program  for  3  years, 
through  December  31,  1967.  Under  this  program  the  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  makes  dairy  products  acquired  through  price 
support  operations  available  to  veterans’  hospitals,  the  Army,  Navy, 
Air  Force,  and  Coast  Guard,  and  the  Merchant  Marine  Academy 
after  they  have  purchased  their  usual  quantities  in  the  normal  channels 
of  trade. 

DEPARTMENTAL  VIEWS 

The  letter  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  requesting  legislation  to  make  the  program 
permanent  is  attached.

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  We  recommend  that  section  202  of  the 
Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended,  be  made  a  continuing  part  of 
the  act  by  eliminating  the  December  31,  1964,  termination  date  for 
section  202.  A  draft  of  the  bill  is  enclosed. 

Section  202  required  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  to  donate 
dairy  products  (including  milk),  acquired  under  pi  ice-support  pro¬ 
grams,  for  increased  consumption  by  military  personnel,  veterans 
hospital  patients,  and  personnel  of  the  Coast  Guard  and  Merchant 
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Marine  Academies.  Transfers  of  dairy  products  under  this  authority 
have  helped  to  reduce  CCC’s  inventories  of  dairy  products.  Also  a 
supplemental  milk  program  operating  under  sections  201  and  202  of 
the  act  has  more  than  doubled  the  consumption  of  milk  by  personnel 
of  the  participating  agencies.  This  has  helped  to  keep  down  CCC 
purchases  of  manufactured  dairy  products.  The  donations  of  dairy 
products  and  supplemental  milk  program  are  expected  to  amount  to 
$40  million  of  CCC  funds  in  the  fiscal  year  1964. 

It  now  appears  that  CCC  will  continue  to  carry  out  extensive  dairy 
price-support  operations  under  the  1949  act.  Elimination  of  the 
termination  date  of  section  202  will  make  it  possible  to  continue  the 
veterans  and  military  uses  of  additional  milk  and  dairy  products 
as  long  as  these  uses  will  aid  in  accomplishing  the  objectives  of  the  act, 
without  the  necessity  of  repeated  extension  of  this  section  by  con¬ 
gressional  action  as  has  been  done  every  few  years  since  1954. 

In  recommending  that  this  authority  to  dispose  of  CCC  inventories 
be  provided  on  a  continuing  basis,  we  believe  that  the  legislation 
should  make  it  clear  that  such  disposals  do  not  have  a  priority  over 
section  416  donations  to  domestic  school  lunch  programs,  charitable 
institutions,  and  to  needy  persons  in  this  country.  These  outlets 
provide  a  most  constructive  use  of  CCC  inventories  of  dairy  products 
and,  at  the  same  time,  help  develop  future  markets  through  normal 
trade  channels. 

Subsection  202(d)  now  provides  that  the  obligation  of  Commodity 
Credit  Corporation  to  make  dairy  products  available  under  section 
202  shall  be  limited  to  products  not  disposed  of  under  provisions  of 
(1)  and  (2)  of  section  416.  Such  provisions  authorize  the  use  of  CCC 
inventories  by  agencies  in  making  payments  for  commodities  not 
produced  in  the  United  States  or  in  the  barter  or  exchange  of  such 
commodities  for  strategic  or  other  material  authorized  by  law.  Our 
proposed  revision  in  subsection  (d)  would  include  provision  (3)  of 
section  416  which  relates  to  the  donation  of  agricultural  food  com¬ 
modities  to  school  lunch  programs  and  needy  persons  in  this  country. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
presentation  of  this  proposed  legislation  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
administration’s  program.

Mr.  MANSFIELD.  Mr.  President,  I 
ask  unanimous  consent  to  have  printed 
in  the  Record  an  excerpt  from  the  re¬ 
port  (No.  1455) ,  explaining  the  purposes 
of  the  bill. 

There  being  no  objection,  the  excerpt 
was  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Record, 
as  follows: 

NEED 

The  United  States  historically  issued  scrip 
or  similar  certificates  redeemable  in  land  in 
payment  of  various  services  rendered  to  the 
United  States  or  for  rights  relinquished  to 
the  United  States.  Persons  who  relinquishes 
lands  or  interests  in  land  to  the  Unit) 
States  were  granted  rights  to  select  ojner 
(ands  in  lieu  thereof,  giving  rise  to  the. 

Leu  selection  rights.” 

le  last  such  scrip  or  lieu  selection  rights 
were  issued  by  the  United  State/  in  1907. 
Because  virtually  none  of  the  scrip  rights 
carried!  an  expiration  date,  they  remain  as 
an  indefinite  charge  against  the  public  lands 
of  the  Upited  States  to  ymich  they  are 
applicable. \ Some,  when  issued,  were  made 
applicable  t\  any  publics  lands  subject  to 
“private  entry\  others'yere  limited  to  agri¬ 
cultural  lfeids. 

The  act  of  Au^usyB,  1955  (69  Stat.  534) 
required  that  qll  hWuers  of  scrip  and  similar 
rights,  including  jfifijtary  bounty  land  war¬ 
rants,  record  th€jr  Claims  within  2  years 
thereafter  or  not  fater\han  August  5,  1957, 
and  providecL/xhat  claimk  not  presented  for 
recordation/hould  not  '^hereafter  be  ac¬ 
cented  by  /he  Secretary  of  the  Interior  “as  a 
bonus  for  the  acquisition  of  \,nds.”  A  pro¬ 
cedure  Jror  notification  to  claimants  was  set 
lie  inyOiat  act.  In  recommending  that  legis¬ 
lation,  the  Department  of  tn^  Interior 
staffed: 

f‘Once  the  amounts  of  the  variouk  scrips 
Ind  rights  which  remained  to  be  satisfied  are 
definitely  determined,  the  Departmentrywill 
be  able  to  formulate  a  procedure  for  satis 
in°r  them.” 

The  act  of  July  27,  1962  (76  Stat.  246) ,  re-^ 
pealed  obsolete  laws  relating  to  military 
bounty  land  warrants  and  provided  for  the 
cancellation  of  those  warrants  that  had  not 
b'-'en  recorded  under  the  1955  act. 

The  committee  was  advised  in  February 
1963  that  there  were  462  pieces  of  scrip, 
other  than  military  land  bounty  warrants, 
recorded  under  the  1955  act,  representing  16,- 
522  acres  of  land.  In  March  1964  the  com¬ 
mittee  was  advised  that  the  amount  of  valid 
scrip  still  outstanding  is  less  than  12,000 
acres. 

The  holders  of  the  recorded  scrip  and 
similar  rights  are  entitled  to  the  land  that 
the  United  States  pledged  to  their  prede¬ 
cessors  in  interest.  At  the  same  time,  how¬ 
ever.  increasing  competing  demands  for  land 
have  made  it  more  and  more  difficult  for 
scrip  holders  and  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  to  agree  upon  land  that  can  be  ex¬ 
changed  for  the  scrip  and  similar  rights. 
While  the  recorded  scrip  remains  in  existence 
it  renrasents  a  continuing  threat  to  proper 
mana cement  and  disposal  programs  that  may 
be  authorized  for  the  public  lands. 

Enactment  of  HJt.  4149  will  provide  pro¬ 


cedures  to  assure  that  scripholders  will  ha/e 
a  reasonable  selection  of  public  lands  ftom 
which  to  choose  in  satisfying  the  right&ahey 
hold.  The  bill  also  provides  that  it' these 
rights  are  not  exercised  by  January,/,  1970, 
or,  in  the  case  of  soldiers  additional  home¬ 
stead  claims,  by  January  1,  19 jre,  a  cash 
settlement  will  be  effected.  It/ any  event, 
all  scrip  will  be  retired  under  ^lis  legislation 
not  later  than  January  1,  1975 

COST 

The  committee  is  of  Ahe  opinion  that, 
given  the  opportunity  of  a  reasonable  selec¬ 
tion  of  public  landsymolders  of  scrip  and 
similar  rights  will  sees  to  redeem  those  rights 
for  land  and  will/not  be  interested  in  a 
cash  settlement. /However,  to  the  extent 
that  land  is  nge  obtained  in  exchange  for 
scrip,  funds,  winch  we  believe  will  not  exceed 
$1  million,  /ill  be  required  in  order  to 
satisfy  claims  that  may  remain  in  existence 
on  January  1,  1970,  or,  in  the  case  of  soldiers 
addition/!  homestead  claims,  January  1, 
1975. 


ILIAN  PATROL  INTERNATIONAL 
AIR  CADET  EXCHANGE 

Mr.  HUMPHREY.  Mr.  President,  each 
year  it  is  my  great  privilege  to  discuss 
for  the  Record  the  activities  of  the  inter¬ 
national  air  cadet  exchange,  sponsored 
by  the  Civil  Air  Patrol.  This  year’s  pro¬ 
gram,  as  those  in  the  past,  must  be 
judged  an  outstanding  success. 

Twenty- two  nations  participated  in 
the  exchange  program  this  year.  A  gala 
banquet  honoring  the  exchange  cadets 
was  held  on  Monday,  August  10,  1964, 
in  the  Presidential  Room  of  the  Statler 
Hilton  Hotel.  The  distinguished  Sena¬ 
tor  from  Nevada  [Mr.  Bible]  and  the 
Honorable  Victor  L.  Anfuso,  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  delivered  the  principal  addresses. 

For  17  years,  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  has 
arranged  for  CAP  cadets  to  visit  other 
countries  in  an  exchange  program  which 
has  brought  their  counterparts  to  the 
United  States. 

These  young  men  are  chosen  for  their 
outstanding  qualities  of  leadership, 
character,  and  citizenship,  and  for  their 
academic  achievements. 

The  CAP  exchange  is  effective  for 
many  reasons.  First,  it  begins  with 
young  men  who  already  have  a  basic, 
common  area  of  understanding  and  in¬ 
terest — aviation.  Second,  the  CAP  do 
lot  just  visit  the  District  of  Columbia 
id  New  York;  they  go  into  all  parts  of 
oifc  Nation  to  visit  our  great  cities  and 
the\eople  in  them.  Third,  the  CAP  ex¬ 
change,  although  conducted  with  the  full 
cooperation  of  the  U.S.  Air  Force,  is  es- 
sentially\a  voluntary  and  private  pro¬ 
gram  strengthened  by  the  support  of 
many  individual  citizens,  organizations, 
and  business^firms. 

For  many  yeurs,  I  have  been  an  active 
supporter  of  tho^ CAP  international  air 
cadet  exchange  program.  I  have  worked 
closely  with  Col.  Barnee  Breeskin,  who 
is  in  charge  of  arrangements  in  Wash¬ 
ington  for  the  prograno.  Several  times 
I  have  been  privileged\to  address  the 
cadets  in  the  annual  farewell  dinner  in 
Washington.

Still,  I  feel  iXrould  be  derelict  if  I  dto  not 
do  my  own  pa\  in  this  address  tonight  to 
make  you  feel  welcome  and  to  know  that 
we  have  valued  you^  friendship  ^nd  enjoyed 
your  visit. 

Speaking  of  welcontes,  I  brieve  it  is  in 
order  for  me  to  extend  a  Special  greeting 
to  the  Austrian  cadetsVa'cl  officers  seated 
here  at  the  head  table^Ghis  is  Austria’s 
first  participation  in  tjfe  international  ex¬ 
change  but  I  trust  xot  th^last.  I  hope 
you  have  benefited  loom  the  visit  as  much  as 
I  know  our  country  has.  Th\,  Civil  Air 
Patrol  cadets  fr op  the  United  Spates  who 
went  to  Austriar  will,  I  know,  be  Enriched 
for  their  expenfence.  Speaking  personally,  I 
hope  the  United  States  has  retained  a Halt  of 
Austria  amf  Austria  a  bit  of  the  United 
States  from  this  exchange  of  visits. 

This  aces  for  all  the  visitors,  too,  of  coursi 
If  youJna.'fe  found  the  exchange  of  visits  as’ 
inte^Bting  and  exciting  as  have  your  pred¬ 
ecessors — if  you  have  gained  a  better  under¬ 
standing  of  other  nations — then  we  can  ask 
To  more. 

Doubtless  there  will  be  even  more  nations 
participating  in  this  program  next  year  if 
the  speed  with  which  this  program  has 
grown  is  any  indication.  That  is  as  it 
should  be,  and  I  would  like  to  use  this  forum 
as  a  means  to  extend  thanks  to  those  pri¬ 
vate  individuals,  groups  and  business  firms 
who  have  done  so  much,  in  cooperation  with 
the  U.S.  Air  Force,  in  making  this  program 
work  and  grow. 

I  know,  for  an  example,  that  we  have  Pan 
American  Airways  to  thank  for  this  fine  ban¬ 
quet. 

Still  another  welcome:  This  one  to  Col. 
Joe  Mason,  of  Ellington,  Tex.,  the  new  na¬ 
tional  commander  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol. 
This  is  an  excellent  occasion  for  me  to  ex¬ 
tend  my  best  wishes  to  Colonel  Mason.  I 
know  he  will  carry  on  the  great  tradition  of 
the  Civil  Air  Patrol  in  the  United  States. 

It  Is  most  fitting,  perhaps,  that  a  Senator 
from  Nevada  is  given  the  privilege  of  de¬ 
livering  this  address  to  the  closing  banquet 
of  the  international  air  cadet  exchange. 
My  State  did  not  take  part  in  the  program 
this  year  as  it  has  in  past  years,  so  I  am 
something  of  a  substitute.  I  suppose  Nevada 


has  to  give  other  States  a  chance,  but  I  can 
assure  you  my  State  will  be  looking  forward 
to  renewing  its  participation  in  future  years. 

As  much  as  any  State — if  ndt  more — Ne¬ 
vada  is  Interested  in  aviation  and  in  the  Clvily 
Air  Patrol.  I  know  personally  that  the  Ci vy 
Air  Patrol  fills  a  vital  need  in  my  Sta 
Nevada  is  wide  and  vast.  It  has  many  moun¬ 
tains  and,  although  it  is  growing,  it  has  few 
people.  There  are  vast  stretches  of /remote 
and  largely  unsettled  terrain.  You  /bust  see 
Nevada  to  understand  this  and  to  understand 
why  it  has  been  possible  for  airmift  to  be¬ 
come  lost  and  remain  lost  for/years  in  Ne¬ 
vada’s  wilderness. 

Thanks  to  the  Civil  Air/Patrol,  aircraft 
do  not  remain  lost  so  long  any  more.  The 
volunteer  flyers  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  with 
no  compensation  except  for  the  gas  and  oil 
they  use  in  their  own  aircraft,  have  flown 
countless  search  and  rescue  missions  in 
Nevada.  There  ary  many  who  owe  their  lives 
to  the  CAP. 

An  example  >6f  this  was  the  rescue  re¬ 
ported  in  the/Air  Force  Blue  Book  in  1961. 

A  private  plane  carrying  five  persons  in¬ 
cluding  a  /6-year-old  girl  crashlanded  high 
in  the  eastern  Nevada  mountains  in  sub- 
freezinj-r  weather.  This  occurred  in  one  of 
the  remote  Nevada  mountain  regions  I  men¬ 
tion^ — somewhere  among  the  many  desolate 
ranges.  There  was  little  to  go  on,  and  there 
Is  heavy  snow  and  40-mile-an-hour  winds 
'o  contend  with,  but  a  member  of  the  East 
Ely  cadet  squadron  in  White  Pine  County 
discovered  the  missing  aircraft  on  one  of  his 
sorties.  He  returned  and,  despite  the  bad 
weather  and  the  high  altitude,  made  five 
drops  of  food,  sleeping  bags,  and  medical 
supplies. 

Another  senior  CAP  cadet  from  Ely  led  the 
ground  party  which  snowshoed  into  the  area 
and  rescued  the  five  victims.  All  five  were 
hurt — one  had  a  broken  back — but  all 
recovered. 

This  is  just  an  example.  There  have  been 
other  dramatic  rescues.  Some  have  not 
turned  out  so  well,  but  it  has  not  been  the 
fault  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol. 

This  is  why  I  have  always  been  an  enthu¬ 
siastic  supporter  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol. 
This  is  why  I  consider  it  an  honor  and  a 
privilege  to  take  part  in  this  banquet  to¬ 
night. 

My  respect  for  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  only 
increases  my  respect  and  admiration  for  this 
cadet  exchange  program  which  has  brought 
us  all  together  tonight.  A  friend  of  mine 
whom  most  of  you  have  probably  met  at  one 
kpoint  or  another  during  your  visit  has 
flayed  an  important  role  in  the  exchange 
program  over  the  years.  I  am  speaking  of 
CoX.  Barnee  Breeskin,  who  heads  up  the  Civil 
Air  'Patrol’s  Washington  office  and  who 
prettwnuch  runs  the  show  for  the  exchange 
program.  here.  Ten  years  ago,  when  the 
program \was  still  in  its  infancy,  Colonel 
Breeskin  was  a  senior  escort  with  a  group  of 
CAP  cadets  \visiting  Italy.  To  say  he  was 
enthusiastic  Xaout  the  program  is  an  under¬ 
statement.  Le\me  read  a  brief  portion  of 
an  article  he  wrtate  about  the  trip  and  the 
program.  I  am  tooting  directly: 

“It  is  wonderful  to  see  the  changes 
wrought  in  these  bWs  in  just  3  weeks. 
Their  understanding  of  the  problems  that 
face  other  nations  increased  along  with  their 
understanding  and  acceptance  of  the  mani¬ 
fold  customs,  traditions,  ami  national  points 
of  view  represented  by  each  o£  the  countries 
participating. 

“My  adventure  with  the  exchange  was  one 
of  the  greatest  experiences  of  mr  life.  It 
showed  me  again  that  kids  are  kidS^all  over 
the  world.” 

If  all  of  you  from  the  22  nations  Repre¬ 
sented  here  tonight  have  picked  up  juSt  a 
portion  of  that  kind  of  enthusiasm  aVi 
understanding,  this  program  will  have  mor 
than  served  its  purpose  for  all  our  nations.'

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled ,  That  section  202 
of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended  (7  U.S.C.  1446a),  is 
amended  by  striking  in  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  the  words  “December 
31, 1964,”  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  “December  31,  1967”.
